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MORALITY. SCX:T_ETY, AND EVOLUTION 

It has been interesting to notice the various articles that have ^PP^^^f 
ically in this journal dealing w.th criticism, courtesy, respect for "^^^^^^^^ 
and Character. Some showed evidence of broad-mindedness -^^^^^^^^^^^^^^f 
little depth. Such articles, whether one agrees with them or not, are commonly 
more interest than the latest sports statistics or the minutes of ^ .'^^^''''^.^^^^^ 

It is readily conceded that such exte>-nal things as upbringing 
religious outlook do to a large measure tend to influence our /^^^ 
wrong. There does, however., seem to be a universal admiration for what xs o^^^^^^^ 
an innate feeling of ^'oughf by which we react to situations involving moral decision. 
The question arises then,- from whence does this impulse originate . 

Evolutionas a biological process is now taken for granted. Also taken for grante, 
by many, is the theory that the sense of right and wrong developed as an ---'^'^^^^^J 
process . One student explained it to me thu«; -Suppose a particular f^;^"^^^ , ^' 
cow during a famine. His neighbor, having nothing to feed his ^^^-^^^J/^^^/X^nd 
to steal his neighbor's cow. Neighbor B was successful m his theft and f^J-^^/^"^ 
his family went hungry . Farmer A would naturally tell his son, ^'^^l'^;^'''^.^^^^^ 
own suffering that neighbor B had done wrong. Thus the notion of theft bcmg considerec 
wrong, would be passed down from generation to generation". 

One obvious difiiculty is that, according to the theory, neighbor B, who had 
benefitted by this theft would asoociate fhin tho£t with good.- and pass that 
his generation. Thus suppoHng A and B io c^-the on^v two families m the world, a^d 
supposing A and B's ch.Mren and their generations never to think differently from their 
parents, then morality would dep^^nd on the p ^ n i l l f-rnr . s P of A and B . 

Darwin suggested that th^. conflicts of instinrtB, and sur-ival of groups obeymg 
the instincts that made for group preservation would, in the long process by development, 
link the socially useful with the morally right, 

A great deal of research ha.»: now been done in this direction, and it may be 
readily conceded that the socially useful has determined in a measure what men con- 
sider morally right, but the origm -moral obligation-, this category of, remains un- 
explained. Evolutionarv analy.3-s has no', yet succeeded m building a bridge between the 
socially useful and the sense or mora' obbgat^on. Somewhere at some time such a 
sense must appear in immora= l.ght as a vacation, and this variation having been once 
assumed, law and morals link themselves with group purpose. The biological analogy 
has been distinctly overworked and i* becoming increasingly evident that evolutionary 
philosophy must assume variatirns and does not explam them. Thus.- on the ethical 
field, origins are no more expiated than on the bio-ogical and the sense of a moral 
obligation cannot so far be successfuUy an.alv'^ed into immoral elements. Moreover, 
even in detail, the sense of individual mo-a-. obligation presents many difficulties in 
the connection with the soc'aUy asefu'... for historically, it is easy to show that the 
sense of moral obligation ha.s time and aga:n protected courses of conduct patently 
socially detrimental. Thus it is -"ear that evolutionary philosophy does not offer a 
very satisfactory answer tc cur qiiestion. 

At this point let us analyr-e ..cme of the elements of moral consciousness. 
First, there is the a -+bo~= - w^: -.h - rnsc^ouRress attributes to the moral ideal. 
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This unique authority cannot be explained on any view which does not allow us to 
find the moral law in some way built into the structure of the world, grounded in 
reality. :>xer explanations to account for the origin of the sense of moral obligation 
really attempt to explain away the moral "ought" implying, consequently, that a 
full y moral life is irrational. 

Second, there is the objectivity of the moral ideaK The moral life depends 
on the conviction that the moral ideal itself is absolute. The conscience cannot be 
satisfied with the belief that the moral ideal is dependent upon opinion, whether of 
the individual or of groups. Though men's apprehension of it may grow, their 
apprehension does not create it. 

Third, there is the content of the moral ideal, particularly when viewed 
in its social aspect. Though we know what we mean by progress, we cannot conceive 
any temporal condition which would be the final goal of social progress, unless, 
therefore, we are prepared to allow that progress is towards an end which is inher- 
ently unattainable, we are led to an end which is beyond the temporal order. - - 

Now we can see that given man^s moral experience at its highest, we have 
the choice of regarding it as rational and significant, or explaining it away as 
partially founded on a mistake. 

The world, itself, manifests the character oi having value, or of being 
the occasion of our apprehension of value. Truth, goodness, beauty, are real in 
our experience. In every case, however, we are led to the conception of an absolute 
value, a complete Truth, a perfect Good, and Beauty. The very fact that we recognize 
degress of truth, goodness, and beauty implies that we tacitly presuppose an absolute 
standard towards which partial values, which we enjoy, are approximations. 

Nor again, can we suppose that in the end these values are opposed to one 
another, though infinite experience, they may sometimes seem to conflict. On the 
contrary, the Ultimate Value must form a unity, or be aspects or attributes of one 
Supreme Value which is what we mean by God.

THE BIRTH OF THE BEAT 

One of the many fads that surrounds the modern teenager is a big sound called 
Rock and Roll. Now, Rock and Roll is not only confined to the inevitable version of 
Mr. Presley^s, but dates way back through the years. It all started many years ago 
in New Orleans, a rhythm-crazy town on the muddy Mississippi. Rock and Roll was 
played as early as 1900, but in a different way from that which we know. It was called 
drag. Drag was born when ragtime style was slowed down to produce a drawling type 
of music with a heavily accented bass rhythm and a "cool" melody. Further modificatioi 
of ragtime were stomp and dixie-land, both of which had great influence on the birth of 
modern Rock and Roll. Then, as now, teenagers would "dig" the sounds of Louis 
Armstrong, Jack Teagarden, and a host of others as they toured the country "rocking* 
up a big storm". Slowly the beat wound its way up the Mississippi and deep into the 
heart of the southern states where it remained unheard of for many years. 

Now, at that same time, whining hillbilly guitars echoed high in the hills of 
Tennessee, but, incredibly, the two types of music never mingled until early in the 
'50«s when we got our first earful of the big beat. Electric guitars were substituted 
for horns and trombones and "Ole Elvis" administered the big push that put the show 
on the road. Recording stars like Fats Domino, Chuck Berry, Little Richard, and 
Bill Haley popped up all over the country, each creating their own style to give Rock 
and Roll a "real gone beat". Teenagers loved the pounding beat and the screaming 
guitar, and soon the record bars were packed with screeching females fighting to get 
their hands on the latest recording of their particular idol. 

As one looks back through the years at the different modifications that beat 
has gone through, there is no doubt that Rock and Roll will also be modified to produce 
a new sound.

There are two entirely opposite schools of thought. 

One party wishes for a revised constitution. The Students' Council wouM 
not consist of committee presidents, but of the following representatives:- 
Aggies 2, Teachers 2; H.Ec. 1; Post Grad. 1, Diploma Students 1; the executive 
coming from third and fourth year students only. 

This r.s claimed to be a truer form of democracy. It is argued that any committee 
can satisfactorily suggest pointers to the CounciU 

The reply to this is that the existing form of Students' Council is fully 
satisfactory. Each student has a voice through his class representative on any 
activity on campus. By this means, the more experienced students are enabled to 
run the Council. However, is there too much red tape involved in this form of 
representation? Class president meetings, now being instigated, would definitely 
help to keep the Council informed of campus opinion----wU inexperienced 
students on the Council. 

However, certain very pertinent points face us. Would the value of a new 
constitution justify the inevitable upheaval caused in obtaining it? At the moment, 
we are self-governing students. Should the Council collapse, staff intervention 
would definitely follow. This would be catastrophic. 

Another heavily discussed topic is the value of the 1 yr. students' vote, 
especially elementary teachers. Democracy says they must have a vote- careful 
thought is not so certain. Do they concern themselves sufficiently with campus 
activities ? 

Be careful in your estimations. Rational thought, and not bigoted nar ow 
mindedness with a sheep-like attitude, is called for. Class distinction should be 
kept severely in check, may we have Aggies AND teachers and not Aggies VS. Teach- 
ers, each benefiting from the other.

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INEQUALITY 

Recently, many girls from Stewart Hall have voiced the opinion that the rules 
and regulations here are archaic^ and indeed, when we compare our leaves to those 
granted at McGill. there is a strong basis for these assertions. 

All women undergraduates registered at McGill University are automatically 
members of the Royal Victoria College The leaves system which has been set up 
there,is a generous one, and has been designed to meet the needs of students with 
varying interests . It is an evaluation system whereby students are granted leaves 
according to their academic standing-, thus offering a challenge to students to reach 
the seventy-five percent bracket for that extra leave per week. 

The freshettes have three ten-thirty leaveS; one twelve, one one o'clock, and 
one two-thirty per week. 

The sophettes have three twelve o'clock leaves, one one o'clock and two two- 
thirties per week. 

The Juniors with seventy-five percent and above are entitled to three one 
o'clock and three two-thirty leaves per week. 

The seniors with an average of seventy-five percent and above are granted six 
two-thirty leaves each week. 

All girls have an automatic twelve o'clock leave each Sunday evening. A student 
is entitled to the privileges of her year only if she is academically clear. 

Stewart Hall is the girls' residence of Macdonald College, just as Royal 
Victoria College is that of McGill University But we are students of Macdonald 
College of McGill University. Therefore, why should we be subjected to such dif- 
ferent and strict rules if we are a part of McGill University as is so often stated?
